Nothing marks the growth and prog 


ress of. a Stats, county or town rnor 
than does the growth, and progress of it 
public schools. The history of m'oe 
frontier towns is marked by the sum: 
features; first the saloons, tbe uecessar 
stores for supplies, ttye gambling resorts 
then as a wore permanent class o 
people presents itself come the chtirohe 
and schools. 
Reno in iiowiso iliffan 


from other towns of the West in thes 
particulars; and now, when so uivich nt 
tenfion is attracted to it by reason of it. 
great natural advantages, its position a 
a railroad center, and its unusual educu 
tional facilities, a history of the organ! 
zation of its public schools, and thei 
growth up to the present time, will b 
appreciated and interesting, both 
ti 


their patrons and to the friends of <sdu 
cation generally. 


Ths town of Reno wits laid out in 


1808, aud grew rapidly, following the 
completion of .he Cautral Pncilio rail 
road. The first public school was openei 
in September of the same yetir, in th 
building until recently occupied by tbe 
San Francisco Soap Company, one 
teacher, Miss Lacy A. Scott, now Mrs 
L. A. Richardson, of Reno, being em 
ployed. The number of scholars rapidly 
increasing, the school accommodation 
were found to ba inadequate, aud a 
building was erected for thu purpose or 
Front street, at a cost of §3,000. 
Thi 


building cow forms the rear of the one 
known as the "Old School 
HOUHP,' 


standing in ita original position, on tin 
lot adjoining the one occupier! by thi 
M. E. Church. Two teachers wera em 
ployed hero, the school now b.iing to< 
large to bo taught by one. Ia Septum 
ber, 1871, Orvis Ring, who hn.J tmyh 
the schools of Ophir in itR palmy diys 
and afterward those of Waahoe City 
became Principal ot the Reno soho-ola, i 
position he has since held with the ex 
oeption of an interval of three years 
from 1882 to 1885, during which timi 
he filled a similar position iu Winne 
mucca; "the schools of Ilsuo being pre 
sided over by four different principals 
in rapid succession. 


In 1873 tliQ number of pupils had so 


increased that still fuithur uecomtno- 
dutions were found to ba necessary, anc 
a room on Virginia street was fitted up 
aud another teacher employed. This 


wua destroyed, with most o 


the books of the scholar.', by tb« greu 
firs which occurred in Octobwr of thut 
year, ufttr which tho M. E. Church 
ranted, until nieiisiut'3 i'ur eu;u;-^ii g the 


bous* oouKi be carried out. A 
tax waa levied for this purpose, 


the old bnildmg wus moved brink anc 
the present front added at a cost o£ 
$5,450. 


The population of Eeno stea'lily in- 


creasing, the number of pupils increased 
in proportion; from time to time a new 
:eucher waa adiieri to the forco, until bv 
the end of 1877 the number hud ia"- 
cre»sed to six, aud the ochool-rooms 
liad become so crowded that the widn 
aall between the room had to bo utilized 
aa a recitutiou room. Owing to those 
circumstanutH it was found necessary to 
still further incrensn the sulioul btiiku 
ugfi. 
With this eud in view the Trus- 


;eoa had already purchased the fine lot'] 
whereon tha brick school house now 
stands, and proceeded to the erection of 
.ho-building which has ever since been 
an ornament to the town, being second 
o no school house in the Stuto, Tho 
scboold were opened here in September, 
iSSO, seven teaoheru being employed 
under Superintendent Ring. 


During these years quite a town had 


jrown up on the south side of the 
fruckeo river. Parents here found it 
nconveuient to send thuir olilrlren bo 
ar to the school, and urgently de- 
manded a school house ou this side of 
he river. To meet this demand the 
building known siuoo as the "Sonth- 
ide School" was constructed unil opeuvd 
n March, .1881. 


Since the opening of tho school in 
868 to the present twenty school years 
iave passed. How the town has grown 
u that time maybe Been from this brief 
listory of its schools. 
Beginning in 


hat year in one small room, with but 
one teacher, with less than 80 children 
nrolled on the census returns, they 
now number twelve departments, taught 
>y nn efficient corps of teachers, under 
he able guidance of Superintendent 
ling, and au excellent Board of Trns- 
BBP, consisting of tho following gentle- 
men: Chairman, W. H. Gould; Clerk, 


eorge H. Taylor; Long Term Trustee,, 


S. M. Jamison. These gentlemen aru 


in tho discharge of their duties, 
everything iu their power to ad- 


vance the best interests of thR schools, 
?hese were never more prosperous as to 
attendance and progress thun at the 
>r°sent time. By the census of 1887, 
"'. 7 children were enrolled, but their 


uinber has largely increased during the 


year, the unfinished returns of 1888 
bowing up to this present data (May 
list) over 900 children of school age. 
Tho number in actanl iittrsnflnnce iu the 
choolo during April was 509, u inarkuj 
noreuse over tmy previous month ot the 
ear, at least twenty new pupils having 
ntered in the course of the month. 
?be schools are now well-graded, the 
ourse of study being much the some as 
hat followed in other places iu tho 
State, and one that will compare favor- 
,bly with those of older »a<l longer 
Bttiblisbed xebools. 
As in-ranged, it 


will require eight yeurs to complete the 
?nmary, Intermediate and Grammar 
3-rndes, the High School course requir- 


« three additional years. From the 
igh School a class is prepared for 
ruduatiug yearly. 
Written exauiina- 


ioua are held at the close of each year, 
o scholar being allowed to pass from 
DO grade to another wi'hout a cerliii- 
ate of promotion. 
1'he total cost of tha schools since 
heir commencement iu 1880 to their 
losing in Juno, 1888, amounts to $173,- 
87, of which sum the teuohera have 
eoeived $07,200. Three school build- 
ups have bean erected, at iv cost of 
bbnt $30,000.
